Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative attempted to explain the differences 
between the ear probe tip of the instant invention and the ear probe tips of the Baum, Ochi and Killion patents. The 
alleged differences involve the passage of the ear probe tip of the instant invention. The passage extending through 
the body of probe tip is intended to receive a probe such that the surface of the passage is disposed about the probe, 
is substantially in contact with the probe along the length of the probe, and is substantially only as long as the probe. A 
ear probe tip having a passage configured in such a manner apparently will minimize interference or distortion of the 
measurements taken with the probe as discussed in the specification. The Examiner pointed out that a relationship 
between the passage and a probe that is not positively recited as part of the apparatus cannot be solely relied on to 
distinguish the present invention from the prior art which have passages that are capable of having such a relationship 
with a probe when used with a probe having appropriate dimensions. The Examiner suggested that adding limitations 
to the claim to positively recite an ear probe in combination with the ear probe tip might give more weight to the 
relationship between the passage and the probe and possibly obviate the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 set forth in 
the Office Action mailed 28 July 2004. 
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
